RAILWAYS.—British Central Africa.The New York 
‘“‘Times”’ states as follows: According to the report of the 
administration of the protectorate of British Central Af- 
rica, that territory has now almost reached the limit of 
production and export unless a railway can be constructed 
from Chiromo to Blantyre. It is pointed out that this 
would set free for ordinary plantation work the many 
thousands of natives now occupied in transporting loads 
on their heads. The proteetorate is said to have already 
interested some British capitalists in the undertaking, but 
nothing definite can be done until after the end of the 
war in South Africa. The projected railway would 
eventually be extended from Blantyre to Lake Nyasa. 
Practically the whole of the available labor supply which 
should be employed in planting and other operations is 
occupied in carrying loads from the navigable Shire River 
to Blantyre and Shire Highlands and to the upper Shire 
River. The African Transcontinental Telegraph Co. has 
steadily extended its line to the north. It is now in course 
of construction up the east of Lake Tamganyika. The 
company has also run a branch line from Lake Nyasa to 
Fort Jameson, the present headquarters of the Chartered 
Company in Northeastern Rhodesia. This branch was 
completed in October. In spite of the war in South Af- 
rica, the Cape to Cairo scheme is being slowly but steadily 
developed between Egypt and the field of war.
